They fotolve irreconcilable prin 
ciples of human conduct and philoso 
phy of life and the conflict between 
them is the key to the economic, social 
ang political struggles of today,” Mr, 
Jordan says. 

The enterprise system of which “the 
development of the United States haa 
been the unparalleled example, de 
pends for jts motive power of progress 
upon the inexhaustible reservoir, of 
energy in individuas desire for persona! 
advancement in prosperity, but ft guar- 


antees nothing to the individual save je 


freejom ot opportunity," the article 
says jn part, 

The collectivist security system, he 
says, “places all emphasis upon the 
maintenance of a minimum standard 
of living for the massa without regard 
to the creative power of the Individual. 
quite simply the security system in- | 
volves the modern form of the phil- 
osophy of the slave society." He con- 
tInues: 

A Sign of the Times 

“The many-sided movement toward 
zoverumental banking, deposit insur 
ance and currency management is the | 
most direct and decisive expression of 
the universal instinctive search for se- 
curity Which is the sign of the times. 
In America our so-called social security 
legislation is an important indication 
of tha drift away from the enterprise i 
system toward a collectivist security 
system with concentration of author- 
ity in a central Federal governmeaot. 

“The nationalization of credit fi 
crucial and indispenwable for complete 
state control of the complex Industrial 
and business structure of this coun- 
wy. The drive toward government 
banking atd monetary control is most 
determined because the relation of the 
state to credit goes to the root of the 
enterprise system. A ‘collective secur- 
ity system ia inconceivable without 
natlonalization of credit, An enterprise 
system ja inconceivable with It” 

Under a collective security system, 
based on gorernmeat banking the ton- 
trols “lie solely in the bands of a few 
persons aod depend upon their judg- 
ment, Will or caprice,” Mr. Jordan says, 
adding that it is they who must de 
termine “upon the basis of some pre 
determined plan or upon pure political 
expediency of the moment, what Jines 
of industry ond even what individual 


enterprises shall have accesa to the | 


credit reservoir,” The state, he says, 
has the power of: Yife and death over 
all enterprise that utilizes credit. 
“Every government is an organ of 
party power and must respond to the 
will of ihe party ihat put it in power,” 
the Jordan article says. “Under un: 


- checked government operation it is an 


inescapable tendency of every ur 
rency to depreciate and for credit to 
expand. However much it may be in 
the interest of the natlon, deflation is 
too dangerous politically for any gov- 
ernment to undertake it deliberately, 

“In the end government banking and 
currency management resolye them- 
selves simply into the use of credit as 

political instrument of power, and 
this instrument tends to be used In 
the long run for expropriation of the 
savings of the community.”

According to Hteratura of the Wasatch national forest which has 
supervision of the carve, Timpanogos Care was accidentally discovered 
in 1915 by the small son of a mining prospector’ who literally fell into 
the caye. The existence of the huge cayern was kept a family seeret 
for five years, but finally the approximate location was inadvertently 
disclosed, and in August, 1921, the cave was rediscovered by a hiking 
party, The United States Forest Service immediately Initiated pro 
tective and development features which met with the generous sup- 
port of Tocal cllizens, 

Now the cave fg completely equipped with passageways, stairways, 
and electri¢ lights, The formations, instead of being massive and 
grmpooth es they are in many other caves, form delicate branches, some 
of which resemble coral. Many beautiful effects, such ag the Great 
Heart of Tmipanogos, the Jewell Dox, and the Chocolate Falla are 
enhanced by the electric lights. A national monument by presidential 
proclamation on October 14, 1922, the cava is protected from all acts 
of randalism by an Act of Congress dated June &, 1906, 


The formations, together with the mile of nature study trail fead- 
ing to the care, over Which the flora and creolozy have been identified 
end posted, are of particular educational interest. 


Tha auto tourist may drive to the cave camp ground, located near 
the base of the trall. Here a public camp ground is provided whera 
pure water, shade, tables, benches, stoves, and fuel are all furnished 
free to cave and canyon visitors. A store is malotained at the camp 
frounds where lunches and regular meals, foodstuffs, and tourist sup- 
plies may be obtained. 


Guide services is maintained year-long, but because of snow, thera 
ara few visitors between November and April. Admission to the carve, 
Including competent guide service, Is 59 cents for adults and 25 cents 
for children. The cave is open from ë z. m. to 5 p, m. <A group of 
public-spirited citizens from American Fork and Pleasant Grove (via 
which the cave can also be reached) manage the cave with the čo- 
operation and supervision of local forest officers. All receipts are 
‘devoted to maintaining and developing the cave for public benefit. The 
cave is almost 600 feet in length, 

Leaving Timpaueéeos cave for Aspen grove, the highway Joop eu- 
circles Timpanogos Mountain, which is the objective of several thou- 
sand hikers cach summer in what is believed to be the largest com- 
munity or mass hike of its kind In the world, with participants coming 
from all portions of the globe. 


The ride down the glacier ending at the edge of Emerald Lake, 
ehould be especially thrilling this year, in the opinion of forest rangers, 
dus to the unusual amount of snow packed in the lofty heights, 


Aspen grore, the famous summer camping ground where the tourlet 
ean stay far a day or for a month, and where the ambitious hiker can 
reach snow in half an hour's brisk climbing, is the starting point for, 
the annual hike. 

CCC workers have constructed a new outdoor stage of stone and 
cement in the theater of pines, and an aphitheater of seats has been 
erected, The entire theater has been wired with electric lights sinta 
the 1934 hike, 


Following the program, Miost of the hikers curl up in blankets, 
walting until dawn to commences the hike proper, Many, however, are 
wont to make it a midnight hike, leaving upon completion of the pro- 
gram, 20d attempting to make the towering heights at sunrise, whence 
comed a rare vista of orange and golden light, effulgent and irridescent 
upon the glintlne slopes of Mount Timp itsel? and upon tha misty 
Rumtmits of adjoining mountains to reward the all-night climbers. 


In connection with announcement of this year’s hike, Mr, Romney 
wishes to emphasiza the fact that Mt, Timpanogos is a national monu. 
ment and a game preserve. Carrying of firearms ls forbidden, Under 
protection from hunters, a fine herd of elk has grown steadily larger 
each year; these with deer, bear and other wild life make the famous 
mozantain 2 veritable haunt for nature and animal lovers. 


Getting back to Aspen Grove, it is understood that this camping 
spot ls now enhanced by tables, stone fire-places and seats, toilets and 
running water facilities, mostly fustalled by CCC workers under forest 
Bervice supervision. Tourists are especially invited to stay for a day 
or month, Al facilitles are frea of charge, 


Continuing south from Aspen grove, the road Joins the Provo can- 
you highway at a point just abova the Virjan park bridge and con- 
siderably below the site of the proposed Deer Creek dam. 

The entire drive around the locp fram elther American Fork or 
Aspen Grove requires but an hour's continuous driving and js com- 
pletely safe, being malotained by the forest service,
